Subsidies ¢ ¢ © | invite you to bring 
out some straight talk in regard to 
subsidies and artificial props paid out 
by our Government to business and 
industry: (1) The cost and money lost 
carrying your magazine to your read- 
ers. I understand the Post Office De- 
partment loses some one-half billion 
dollars each year carrying second-class 
mail. Wouldn't you call this a hidden 
subsidy?

An Applecart Upset 


{ ius Farm Bloc took the worst lick- 
ing of its 33-year history in Con- 
gress when the House decisively de- 
feated a one-year extension of 90- 
percent-of-parity price support for 
“basic” crops. It’s a milestone in the 
long history of government aid to agri- 
culture. It may not be the end for 
the 90-percenters, but they've hit a 
road block. 

Ihe general public, judging by Con- 
gress, finally put its foot down on high 
rigid supports while surpluses are 
mounting. It was a stinging reminder 
that agriculture is a minority group. 

The majority for flexible supports 
was increased by dairy and wool men 
who bolted the bandwagon. The wool 
men thought they had 90-percent wool 
supports in the bag. The dairymen had 
lost out on the 90-percent pie, and 
saw little to gain by sticking. 

It was a personal victory for Secre- 
tary Benson, who had preached against 
high supports in a nationwide campaign 
aided by most magazines, newspapers, 
radio and TV stations. 

It was also a Farm Bureau victory. 
Except in part of 
the South, the 
Farm Bureau had 
fought for flexible 
supports for 6 
years. The Bureau 
teamed with Ben 
son to split off 30 
percent of the 
Farm Bloc. The Grange backed high 
supports quietly Farmers Union 
fought for them 

The outcome surprised both sides. 
The Farm Bloc was believed too strong 
to beat in the House. GOP 
had privately conceded defeat; pinned 
hopes on the Senate. 

The victory had a sobering effect 
on many flexible-support advocates. It 
gave them the ball to carry—put it up 
to them to show the advantage of their 
plan at a time when the view is gain- 
ing ground that flexible supports 
won't prevent surpluses. 

In the long run both factions must 
find better ways of supporting farm 
prices. And if agriculture is to write 
its own ticket, the Farm Bloc must

History of the Farm Bloc 


The Farm Bloc isn't a well-defined 
political group. It’s a loose term ap- 
plied for 30 years to a mixed group 
that believes in government price pro 
tection. It developed out of the dis- 
tress of export commodities following 
World War I—was based then, as now, 
on wheat, tobacco and corn-hogs (pork 
was then a major export) 

The old AAA program was largely 
based on these same four products, 
but many others were added to the 
price-support list Three big groups 
(cattle, wool, and dairy) refused to 
go along. And a majority of these 
producers is still hostile to price sup 
ports for storable crops, although they 
usually favor government aid for their 
own products 

The Farm Bloc strength is mostly 
in 32 states where cotton, tobacco 
wheat and corn-hogs are major prod 
ucts. This includes 
all Southern states 
except Florida, all 
Corn Belt 
except Wisconsin 
and Michigan, 
assumed and all the West 


States 


supports take 


except Nevada 
These 32 states 
produced 55 percent of total U. S 
gross farm income in 1953 

Excluding predominantly city dis- 
tricts in these states, 192 out of 435 
House members represent Farm Bloc 
areas—60 percent Democratic, 40 per- 
cent Republican. In the House vote, 
127 of the Farm Bloc were for 90- 
percent support and 59 for flexibles 

If all members had voted their honest 
convictions, farm have 
been about 60 percent for high sup 
ports, 25 percent for flexibles, and 15 
percent for none. Cities would have 
divided up 25 percent for high sup- 
ports, 35 percent for flexibles, 40 per- 
cent for none. Entire House would be 
190 for high supports, 130 for flexi- 
bles, 115 for no supports.

FARM AND RANCH 


High-grade cattle and improved pastures make a combi- 
nation that’s easy to build on in the South 
for efficient beef production. 


HE TIME is ripe for us to take a new look at our beef produc- 

tion system. To forge ahead we must do a better job of com- 
peting with other areas on a price-cost basis. 

A year-round feed supply comes first. And one of our biggest 
assets is Our pasture system—primary pastures for spring, and 
permanent and perennial pastures for summer and fall. These, plus 
temporary pastures, will supply basic feed requirements for most 
of the year. Temporary pasture is expensive but productive for 
short periods and is especially useful in steer-fattening programs and 
for growing out brood stock. 

Our winter feed supply consists of silage, hay, stover, straw and 
other roughages. Silage gets the emphasis because it is the most 
productive, One acre will produce two or three times as much rough 
age in silage as in hay. This means silage is more economical be- 
cause it can be produced at a lower unit cost and is surer than hay. 
Unlike hay, silage can usually be put up without weather damage 
However, some dry roughage is needed for use with silage 

To improve the grade and weight of our market cattle we must 
feed more grain. We produce oats successfully but dry summers 
often cut corn yields. If corn cannot be produced more efficiently 
we should grow more barley or other grain on part of the corn 
acreage 

Irrigation, where a dependable water source is available, may be 
important in grain production. This is particularly true in areas 
where the soils are fertile but, for lack of moisture, do not produce 
consistently good corr yields In such cases, irrigation would boost 
yields and help to stabilize this phase of the feed program 

Year-round feed production is the first and most important ele 
ment of a better cattle business. It is the basis on which other phases 
of production and management will function, However, when the 
feed supply is adequate, it becomes more necessary than ever that 
we improve our cattle. We must get higher returns from our cattle 
if we are to compete favorably with other regions 

It takes good cows and good bulls to produce calves suitable for 
the feed lot. (Feeding high-priced grain to plain cattle is seldom

HEN Joe Glidden made the first barbed wire fence 

80 years ago he was greeted with scoffing and ridi- 
cule by many ranchers of the day. But just as the auto took 
over the highways, steel fence became a part of livestock 
farming. Today, fence may well represent up to 10 percent 
of the investment on your farm. 

Your fencing expense cannot be accurately measured 
by what it costs you initially—best way is to figure what 
it costs per year, Manufacturers have gone all-out to make 
wire that lasts a lifetime, if it gets the right treatment. In 
constructing permanent field lines, or erecting and moving 
temporary fences, it’s good business to “fence for the fu 
ture” and keep annual cost at a minimum. If it out-lasts you, 
it will increase the value of the farm you leave your son 

The biggest curse to permanent fencing is the use of poor 
quality posts—wood posts that soon rot out. You can have 
good posts with soft woods, like our slash and short leaf 
pines, but they must be treated. (Harder woods like osage 


LEFT—Using steel posts that have no tongue and groove 
for fastening wires, it’s a simple matter to tie wires to the 
post in this manner. Tie was made to this angle-iron with 
a single strand of the heavy gauge wire used for fence.

orange, black locust, cedar, and catalpa get by without it.) 
An untreated pine post may cost less at first but, in the long 
run, is expensive For example, if it costs 34 cents and lasts 
six years, you pay 5% cents per year. For a treated post 
that costs 49 cents and lasts 30 years, you pay 14% cents per 
year. Multiply the difference by the number of posts on 
your farm—figure it for 30 years—and see what post 
treatment really means 

Modern treating methods vary from pressure treating to 
the cold soak, which you can do on your own farm for I‘ 
cents per post for material 

Steel and concrete posts are both permanent and attrac 
tive and, while initial expense is a little higher, they offer 
some additional advantages. Steel posts are easily and quickly 
driven and keep the fence well grounded for protection 
against lightning. Concrete posts get stronger with age——they 
may be built in homemade molds

DON'T SELL YOUR COTTON TOO CHEAP! There is no reason why you should not receive 


you know what you have to sell, are not too eager to dispose of your crop, 
and time your marketing carefully. The 1954 crop will not take care of 
estimated needs of the domestic mills and the foreign buyers during the 
current season. USDA has estimated the domestic consumption in the 1954-55 
season at 9.2 million bales, 600,000 bales greater than in the 1955-54 
season. Exports are estimated at 4.5 million bales for a total offtake of 
13.7 million bales. 


ONLY WITH THE MOST FAVORABLE WEATHER and unprecedented yields can the less-than-20- 
million-acres planted this season produce this much cotton. Which means 
that buyers must get cotton from the 1953 loan stocks to meet the demand. 

















cotton, and cottons from previous years, in competition with the 1954 
crop. CCC took title to the 1952 crop on August 2. A loan of slightly 
better than 33 cents for Middling 15/16-inch cotton has been annourced for 
this year. Appropriate differences for other grades and staples have been 
provided. Make it a point to know the grade and staple of your product 


and the minimum loan price for that quality. Start bargaining from that 
level. 


IN THIS BARGAINING, remember that the 1953 crop cotton was put into the loan at an 
average rate of 32.70 cents a pound for Middling 15/16-inch and that carry- 
ing charges--interest, warehouse and storage fees, insurance, etc.--will 
have been added. By October it will cost better than 55 cents a pound to 
get the cotton out of the loan. If the farmer should get a $5 a bale 
equity, the price is in excess of 36 cents, which is 3 cents a pound, or 
$15 a bale, over the 1954 loan level. Each succeeding month will add to 
the carrying charges and make the cost of redemption correspondingly 
higher. What you receive between the loan level of about 33 cents and the 
redemption level of more than 35 cents depends upon you. No crop exactly 
meets the need of the trade. There is a surplus of one quality or an- 
other--and a shortage of some qualities. So you must be alert, watch 
market trends and prices for specific qualities, and sell for the greatest 


advantage. 


IF YOU MUST HAVE MONEY IMMEDIATELY, you should use the loan--unless satisfied with 
some premium over the loan that is offered. Under no circumstances should 


you sell at or below the loan level. 























THE 1954 COTTON CROP, according to statistics, will be in the neighborhood of 12 
million bales. Watch the crop estimates ware pully. A better-than-average 
yield of 300 pounds per acre would produce slightly less than this. A 
yield equaling the 1953 record would produce fewer than 15 million bales. 
Acrenge on July 1 was 19.9 million. From this must be deducted average 
normal abandonment of 2 to 3 percent, and plowups required because of 
overplanting allotments. This plowup figure has averaged 1.8 percent in 
control years and should be higher this year because there was so much de- 
liberate overplanting in order to retain the best stands.

Make plans for 
storage and get full value for your crop 

Despite the drouth in some areas, there are four facts 
you can't overlook in deciding what to do with your grain: 
(1) USDA says we'll have the biggest grain storage job 
ever. (2) Local fall markets usually flood in production 
areas. (3) Government loans offer up to 80 percent of 
cost for building bins (4% interest). And (4) You can 
write off storage bin costs in income tax deductions. 

A study of these facts will show that you need storage 
to hold your grain for sale when the price is right. Last 
year in some areas corn prices climbed from $30 to $45 a 
ton from fall to spring. Difference would soon pay for bins 

A good storage structure must meet several require- 
ments. Floor and walls are tight to keep out moisture and 
permit fumigation, and are strong enough to hold a heavy 
load. The roof is tightly sealed. The bin is rat proof and 
has convenient filling, emptying, and inspection doors. 

Figure on elevating equipment if your volume is big. A 
$300 elevator soon pays for itself. Another handy tool is a 
sampling probe for checking grain 

Grain stored too wet will spoil. Be sure it is dried to the 
right moisture level. Corn to be kept for one year needs 
drying to 12% moisture; shelled oats—1! 1%; wheat—11% 
and soybeans—10%. Be sure to clean or dry all trashy 
grain because green trash molds to give you trouble. And 
if you harvest early to reduce field losses, remember that 
drying insures against high moisture and tendency to heat 

Get a dryer designed to suit your needs. It may be a 
permanent or portable dryer (with or without heater) ot 
simply an electric motor with fan. Whatever the type, be 
sure it provides air flow of 5 c.f.m. (cubic feet per minute) 
per bushel trom a fan that will force air through the grain

Construction Is What Counts 


No matter how good your wire and 
post—construction has ‘everything to 
do with the life and usefulness of your 
fence. Jobs like building corner as- 
semblies are all-important. (See illus 
tration.) Another important detail is 
post spacing. In general, you want 
posts 12 feet apart, although many 
farmers stretch the distance to one 
rod (16% feet). With wood, select 
corner and end posts 8 inches in diam- 
eter—line posts 4 to 5 inches 

Use the most available and practical 
means of stretching fences Wire 
stretchers and tractor attachments are 
Remember to stretch 
each wire individually, starting at the 
top. And get tension right. If too 
loose, fence sags in summer from ex-

pansion; if too tight, it pulls out corner 
posts or breaks wires in winter when 
it contracts. (Tension curves in mod- 
ern woven wire help solve this prob- 
lem.) Use of a dummy post, set 6 to 
8 feet from the end or corner post to 
hold the stretcher, will help you get 
the tension “just right.” 

Crossing a gully or other depression, 
set a post at each side and add short 
barbed wires below regular wire to 
close the opening 

Going over a rise, dig a trench so 
the bottom wire will pull straight 

Drive staples carefully. Set them at 
an angle to the grain of the post and 
loose enough to let wire give—pound- 
ing makes a rust spot on the wire 

Keep extra posts on hand so repairs 
and additions can be permanent 

Keep the fence row clean. Fire is

D ero IANTS can be applied to 
cotton any time after more than half 
the bolls are open, but should be ap- 
plied 2 to 3 weeks before harvest in 
the High Plains, and 10 to 14 days in 
most other areas. “Penta” applications 
should not be made until 80 to 90 per- 
cent of the bolls are open, however. 

Fred C. Elliott, Texas Extension 
Cotton Specialist, recommends use of 
any of these defoliants, using the 
amounts indicated per acre: 

Calcium Cyanamide: 30-40 Ibs. per 
acre, dusted onto plants wet with dew. 
This dust must remain in moisture on 
the leaf for at least two hours to be 
effective. 

Endothal: Niagarathal D-F spray or 
Endothal Defoliant S-4069, 4 qts. per 
acre for either. 

Magnesium Chlorate: Magron, 2 to 
3% qts.; General Chemical E-Z Off 
Liquid Defoliant, 1% to 2% gals.; 
Niagara M-C Defoliant, 7-10 Ibs.; or 
Penco De-fol-ate, 7-10 Ibs. per acre. 

Monosodium Cyanamide: Acro Cy- 
anamid, Soluble, 8-12 Ibs. per acre. 

Potassium Cyanate: Acro Cyanate 
Weed Killer, 5-10 ‘bs.; or General 
Chemical Potassium Cyanate Defoli- 
ant, 5-10 !bs. per acre 

Sodium Ethyl Xanthate: S. E. X., 
6.8 Ibs. per acre. 

Sodium Chlorate—Sodium Penta- 
borate: Shed-A-Leaf “L,” 6-8 qts.; 
Tumbleleaf, 6-10 lbs.; or General 
Chemical Sure-Drop Defoliant, 8-10 
Ibs, per acre. 

Ortho C-1 Defoliant: 5-10 Ibs. per 
acre. 

Liquid Chem-Frost: 6-8 qts. per 
acre. 

“Penta” (Pentachlorophenol) is pri- 
marily a desiccant rather than a de- 
foliant. It should be used only when 
all bolls are fully mature. Use Golden 
Harvest, 3-5 gals.; Permaguard Defo- 
liant Concentrate, 1-2 gts.; Alphenol 
(90) Cotton Defoliant, 3-7 gals.; or 
Phillips 713 D, 5-8 gals. per acre 
These desiccants are applied in solu- 
tion with diesel oil or similar liquid. 

Some other defoliants may also give 
good results, but these have proved 
satisfactory in field tests. 

Your defoliant container label will 
suggest how to dilute the defoliant to 
get the right amount per acre. Ob- 
serve the printed warnings on the label. 

Best results from defoliation are ob- 
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tained if the spray or dust is applied 
when the leaves are not wilted or 
toughened by drouth or depleted soil 
fertility. Elliott recommends defoliat- 
ing only enough acreage to stay ahead 
of harvesting. In very rank cotton, a 
second application may be needed 7-10 
days after the first application, for com-

Dieldrin looks like a good answer 
for control of the rice water weevil 
In tests at the Rice Branch Experi 
ment Station, Stuttgart, Ark., dieldrin 
controlled the weevil effectively at a 
lower cost than any previous method, 
and resulted in higher yields with less 
water needed. The application also 
lessened the mosquito population in 
the area. The station recommends ap-

t F A calf is worth raising, it is worth raising well. It must not only 
be fed properly, but housed properly. One of the principal problems 
is providing adequate pens which can be kept clean and in which 
calves can be controlled. 

If individual pens are not possible, you can provide stanchions or 
ties so calves can be secured during and immediately following the 
milk-feeding period. Stanchions should be placed no less than 18 
inches apart. When calves are fed, they can be locked in these 
stanchions and held there until their mouths are dry after feeding 
This usually prevents bad habits which develop in uncontrolled pens 

Young calves can stand cold weather, but they can’t thrive in a 
drafty area. If you are remodeling your barn for loose housing 
operation, you may find it desirable to provide calf pen areas in a 
warm building. In most conventional stall barns, calf pens can be 
located at the end of the stall line so they can be cleaned with the 
barn cleaner. Pens should be well bedded with dry material, kept 
dry, and well ventilated. Such pens can aid in reducing both labor

“holding method” calls for heating 
milk to 143° Fahrenheit, keeping it 
at that temperature’ for 30 minutes 
By the other method, milk is heated 
to 160° F. for a holding time of only 
15 seconds.

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Leptospirosis—Sheep killer 


B_EProspPirosis ( Lep-tos-pi-ro-sis) 

was first diagnosed in the United 
States in 1939. Since then the dis- 
ease has become widespread, reach- 
ing intp all parts of the country. More 
and more cases are being reported 
thronghout the nation—partly because 
of improved diagnosis, which identifies 
more cases, and not altogether be- 
cause of more natural outbreaks. 

Here’s a report on a recent outbreak 
of leptospirosis in sheep: Symptoms 
of infection were first observed when 
three ewes went off feed, became list- 
less and weak. They died about one 
week later. Several weeks later, three 
or four more ewes developed the same 
symptoms and died. However, no di- 
agnosis was made at that time. 

Abortions started soon after. While 
the afterbirth was usually passed a few 
hours after abortion, one or two ewes 
developed a pus-like, greenish-white 
discharge. About 24 hours after a ewe 
aborted, the animal seemed depressed, 
showed loss of condition and did not 
move with the others. A gradually 
increasing loss of flesh and weakness 
ending in death was the typical do- 
velopment in 15 out of 19 ewes that 
became sick over a two-month period. 
Diagnosis of the disease was made on 
the basis of symptoms, lesions ob- 
served on autopsy, positive blood tests, 
and examination of aborted lambs. 

Animals that recover are spreaders 
of leptospirosis, as the organism local- 
izes in the kidneys and may be shed 
in the urine for months after recovery. 
As a rule, the disease spreads slowly 
after an infected animal is put into a 
clean herd. If sheep in your flock 
appear with the above symptoms, re- 
port to your local veterinarian, county 
agent, and state veterinarian. 


Question and Answer Department 


Sometimes my cows have swollen 
udders and are swollen some under 
the belly. Would feeding cottonseed 
meal cause this? —E.H., Yardelle, Ark. 


Some authorities think high-protein 
diets such as cottonseed meal, may 
cause the udder to swell. Swelling 
under the stomach soon leaves when 


the cow is milked several times— 
this swelling is normal in heifers and 
is no cause for worry if the milk is 
normal and production is high. If 
the milk becomes abnormal, | would 
use the pinch tube of aureomycin in 
each quarter after each milking for 
four treatments.

The condition you describe sounds 
like foot rot.

Y OUR percent of calf crop and 
the weaning weight of calves is di- 
rectly affected by your winter feeding 
ration. Naturally, your best ration is 
one that fits your feed program and 
your herd, to give highest production 
at lowest cost. 

Five years of work were recently 
completed by the Mississippi Experi- 
ment Station in which five different 
rations were tested. The object was 
to find rations as good as accepted 


rations, but which called for a mini- 
mum of labor in producing and feed- 
ing. The five rations tested (daily re- 
quirements per cow) were as follows: 

(1) 30 pounds sorghum silage, 5 
pounds grass hay, | pound cottonseed 
meal 

(2) stacked pasture clippings free 
choice and | pound cottonseed meal 

(3) stacked pasture clippings alone 

(4) continuous winter grazing 

(5) winter grazing 3 hours a day. 

All these maintained satisfactory 
production in the cows except No. 3 
(pasture clippings alone). While cows 
on the other four produced an 85 per- 
cent calf crop, cows on clippings alone 


the herd at minimum cost 


produced a 74 percent crop—and 
their calves weighed 24 pounds less 
at weaning 

Additional calves and extra pounds 
of beef produced would easily have 
paid for the cottonseed meal that was 
needed to make up deficiencies in the 
pasture clippings ration. 

The silage ration (No. 1) cost about 
$17 per cow for the winter. The cost 
of the pasture clippings and cotton- 
seed meal (No. 2) was $23.60 per 
cow. No. 3 cost $20 per cow. No. 4 
cost $45 per cow. No. 5, $22.50 per 
cow. 

When considered both from the 
standpoint of cost and production, the 


silage ration and the pasture clippings 
plus cottonseed meal ration (Nos. | 
and 2) were most satisfactory. 

Winter grazing was not dependable 
because of tendency to winter kill 
(especially oats) and difficulty with dry 
weather, which made it hard to get 
stands in the fall. 

If grazing could be depended upon, 
three hours per day would be accept- 
able. Continuous grazing was too ex- 
pensive. 

Grass hay alone was not satisfac- 
tory—so don't depend on it. Look at 
the others and select your own best 
combination. 
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Slow Down Your 
Shipping Shrinkage 


The Beeville Experiment Station in 
Texas has come up with some good 
ideas on how to get steers to market 
with the least shrinkage. Excessive 
fluid loss is a disadvantage to both 
shipper and buyer. 

If you've tried withholding water 
and adding salt to the feed before 
shipping in an attempt to make cattle 
drink a large amount of water after 
they reach market, you've probably 
learned it is not a good practice. 
Neither is it a good idea to take steers 
directly from green grazing and ship 
them. This has resulted in as much 
as 9.39 percent shrinkage. 

The Beeville station has deduced, 
from seven years of record keeping, 
that animals loaded at 5S p.m. and 
market weighed at 8 a.m. the next 
morning had a pre-marketing shrink of 
only 3.83 percent. It's also a good idea 
to reduce concentrates and silage in 
the feed one or two days before ship- 
ment. And feeding carbonaceous hay 
a week in advance of movement is de- 
sirable when practicable. By so doing, 
steers usually arrive at the market 
cleaner and cooler. 

Some buyers prefer to water, feed 
and rest choice grade cattle for one 
or two days after shipment so the ani- 
mals will regain lost weight. 


Ten Million Pounds of 
Roundworms 


From numerous inspections, Dr. D. 
C. Boughton, nationally known for 
his studies of animal parasites, decided 
that the hogs in the United States 
would average 10 worms per hog 
which would make a total of 540 
million worms. At 10 grams per 
worm, total weight of all the worms 
would be about 10 million pounds. 

These worms require food. “No 
one knows exactly the feed consump- 
tion for our annual worm crop,” said 
Dr. Boughton, “but if it were 10 mil- 
lion pounds of pig we were raising 
instead of worms, we'd need 20,000 
tons of feed.” 

One percent of sodium fluoride in 
feed is a good remedy for round- 
worms. Dr. Boughton has lately dis- 
covered that other drugs offer some 
additional advantages. Phenothiazine 
knocks out low-grade infections and 
protects against reinfection. When fed 
at low levels it suppresses egg produc- 
tion, inhibits development of eggs 
which are passed out into pastures.

Getting Serio 


Is NUMEROUS sections of the 
country blackbird damage to farm 
crops has reached the serious stage 
The most damaging species to farm 
crops are red-winged blackbirds 
grackles (which include boat-tailed 
grackles or “jackdaws”), and yellow- 
headed blackbirds. Starlings are also 
guilty of widespread damage, but they 
are not protected by law and will not 


be included in this discussion 


Bands of blackbirds which number 


into the thousands do much damage. 


Al certain times of the year, black 
birds band into flocks that quite often 
number well into the thousands, and 
even at other times of the year they 
may concentrate in certain areas and 
cause great damage to truck crops 
like sweet corn, and to various fruits 
especially cherries. At other times of 
the year they attack in rice and grain 
fields. In some areas they have played 
havoc with stands of lespedeza left for 
reseeding purposes. A flock of several 
thousand can strip the seed from an 
average sized lespedeza field in two 
or three days’ time. Not only does 
this damage the farmer materially, but 
it also greatly lessens the food supply 
for other forms of wildlife 

Blackbirds are protected by Federal 
law. But the Secretary of the Interior 
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may issue orders for killing them in 
areas of proven widespread damage. 
This has been done several times. 
Contacts for arranging this are through 
State Conservation Departments. 

Almost all species of blackbirds 
have rapidly increased during the past 
few years, and something may have to 
be done to reduce overall population 
This, of course, will have to be done 
under government and state super- 
vision. And you may need effective 
measures for controlling the birds until 
such a system is worked out. 


The “Firecracker” Rope 


Shooting (even where the shots are 
fired just to scare the birds) is an ef- 
fective controlling black- 
bird damage, but it requires a lot of 
time and is quite expensive. The U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service has experi- 
mented with several different systems 
of control, and the most effective and 
satisfactory seems to be the “fire- 
cracker-rope” system. Here is how it 
works 

Four- or five-foot lengths of 5/16- 
inch three-strand cotton plowline rope 
are hung on stakes or limbs over the 
areas being plundered. The bottom 
end of the rope is set on fire. Such 
ropes burn an average of about 1 inch 
every eight minutes. 1!'2-inch fire- 
crackers with stiff water-repellent fuses 
are placed all up and down the hang- 
ing rope about | inch apart. This is 
done by inserting the fuses between 
the rope strands. As the lighted rope 
slowly burns up from the free-hanging 
end, the firecracker fuses are ignited 
one at a time and the firecrackers drop 
to the ground, exploding with a loud 
report. 

This keeps the blackbirds scared 
away—alter a few days they usually 
leave the area entirely. A 5-foot “fire- 
cracker” rope will usually last five 
or six hours, and four or five ropes 
will keep the blackbirds out of a large 
area. Two 5-foot ropes per day are 
usually sufficient for any small area. 

The first rope should be lighted so 
firecrackers start booming at dawn. 

Caution—Be sure to imme- 
diate areas to avoid danger of fire.

economical.) The producer who in- 
tends to feed some of his own cattle 
should have a quality herd in order 
to make the most efficient use of grain. 
There is another angle about qual- 
ity. In the next few years we will 
undoubtedly see a demand from the 
eastern corn belt and seaboard states 
for more of our feeder cattle. Cattle 
feeders in these sections have been 
buying from the western range coun- 
try, but are beginning to look to the 
South as a new source. The freight 
tariff on southern cattle to these areas 
is much less. If quality can be had 
here, these feeders prefer our cattle. 


Calving Season Important 


The calving season can be an im- 
portant factor in production 
Certainly it influences the selling value 
of calves. At present, many cattle- 
men are producing calves for slaugh- 
ter at weaning. The producer who 
analyzes his pasture supply on a prac- 
tical basis can have his calves ready 
for market just before pasture fades. 
That means they go to market in July 
and August in the deep South. (The 
common practice has been to market 
in September and October when there 
is usually a seasonal decline in slaugh- 
ter calf prices.) A smart approach 
would be to have cows bred to calve 
as early as feed and pasture will per- 
mit. Then, with right management, 
they will be ready for the summer mar- 
ket at good weights and in high bloom.

Produce Cattle to Fit Your Market 


Marketing is a field in which we can 
increase our livestock income. By de- 
termining where the best demand is 
for his kind of cattle, a producer can 
usually sell at an advantage. He 
should visualize the class and grade 
of cattle that fit his market outlets, 
then produce that kind of cattle and 
sell them when prices are at their best 

Watch for the pitfalls. When he 
should be getting top gains on his 
calves during the critical summer 
period, the cattleman finds he is run- 
ning short on grass. His calves begin 
to go stale and that’s when he starts 
losing profits 

Underestimating winter feed needs 
is another problem. Too often the 
supply of silage, hay, stover, and other 
roughage is consumed before the win- 
ter is over. That's when cows get 
thin and calves lose their bloom and 
become unthrifty (at the time when 
they should be making good gains). 
You've got to keep young cattle gain- 
ing during winter and summer if they 
are to produce a profit

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Like Bull, Like Calf 


At the PanTech Station near Ama- 
rillo, Texas, a record was kept on 341 
young beef bulls. The top one-third of 
the progeny of these bulls gained at 
the rate of 2.8 pounds per day and re- 
quired 805 pounds of feed per hundred 
pounds of gain. While the low gaining 
third of the progeny of the bulls gained 
at the rate of 2.1 pounds per day and 
feed required for 100 pounds of gain 
was 913 pounds, 

One of the highest gaining and one 
of the lowest gaining bulls were bred 
uniform groups of 
cows selected at random. The 34 
calves sired by the high gaining bull 
averaged 491 pounds at weaning 
time. The 35 calves sired by the low 
gaining bull averaged 442 pounds at 
weaning. This was

Judging Live Hogs 
for Fat 


Hog producers have learned that 
they must tailor their hogs to meet 
demands of consumers. Buyers are 
learning to judge from outside ap- 
pearance whether or not a hog has a 
surplus of fat; in many markets, pre- 
miums are paid for those with the 
most lean meat. 

By using selective 
feeding practices, many farmers are 
producing more hogs that meet the 
demands of consumers. This frequent- 
ly is accomplished by selections withia 
the breed itself, but more often by 
cross breeding and the development of 
new types of hogs.

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Checked your 
filters lately? 


Your tractor, like you, must be able 
to breathe freely. To insure proper 
breathing, the oil cup should be re- 
moved from the carburetor air cleaner 
and inspected every 10 hours of 
operation. The entire air cleaner 
should be washed in kerosene or some 
other cleaning solvent every six 
months. Clean the air intake screen 
and check the connection between the 
air cleaner and the carburetor for air 
leaks. This simple maintenance can 
save you money, since a dirty air 
cleaner causes a rich air-fuel mixture, 
resulting in excessive fuel consump- 
tion. The oil filter breather cap also 
should be cleaned and lubricated with 
light oil every 10 hours of operation, 
more often when it is dusty. 

The oil in the tractor engine is its 
life’s blood, so after about 200 hours 
of operation, the oil filter should be 
changed. Dirt and other foreign mate- 
rials are trapped in the filter before 
it is allowed to circulate in the oil 
system to prevent premature wear 
on main parts. 

Engine oil becomes diluted and 
contaminated during normal use and 
should be changed every 100 hours. 
For best results, do not change brands 
or grades of engine oil. The crank- 
case oil level dip stick should be 
checked daily—never use the engine 
oil pressure gavge as a guide to the 
level of oil in the crankcase. The 
gauge may show pressure even while 
the oil supply is dangerously low. If 
your tractor has a hydraulic oil sys- 
tem, this level should be inspected 
daily. 

It is extremely important that the 
right lubricant is used to protect all 
moving parts. Proper lubrication is 
the best insurance against wear, and 
it helps to insure obtaining the normal 
span of life for your tractor. Follow 
instructions in your operator's manual. 

It's possible that your engine may 
start over-heating, which may eventu- 
ally result in a cracked block or head, 
simply because you are using the 
wrong kind of water. Lime or alkali 
in the water may cause deposits to 
build up on cylinder walls and coolant 
passages in the head. So use rain or 
distilled water if the water in your 
locality contains lime or alkali. 

Don't forget to clean or replace 
your spark plugs each 300 hours of 
operation, and another hint to get good 

rformance from your tractor is to 
fill the fuel tank at the end of the 
day's work to reduce condensation.

In 
dustry leaders think that production 
will climb steadily but more slowly

Even though production ts held at a 
high level, the so-called “good old 
days” of broiler profits are gone. To 
day a small return per bird on a large 
volume of production is the usual 
pattern Recently a grower showed 
me his records. In one house, he had 
a 4 percent death loss, and marketed 
the birds at 11 weeks of age, at an 
average weight of 3% pounds This 
grower had an “out-of-pocket” pro 
duction cost of 22.2 cents per pound 
This cost included purchase price 
feed, fuel, litter, and supplies This 
man is in the top bracket, yet even 
he does not always make money 

In order to remain competitive in 
today’s market, broiler growers are 
forced to meet or surpass standards 
such as these: Produce 36 to 40 pounds 
of broiler meat from each 100-pound 
bag of feed. Keep mortality or death 


rate within the § percent range, and 


lower if possible. Produce a 3-pound 
broiler within 10 weeks and on 9 
pounds of teed or ke Deliver a 
meaty-breasted, white-plumed, yellow 
skinned, well-feathered bird 

io meet the above standards, many 
broiler growers have used the follow 
ing program and have proved it to 
be highly successful

A r A poultry meeting the other night 
I heard a man predict that five years 
from now some of us will be producing 
3-pound chickens in 6 weeks on 6 
pounds of feed 2 pounds of feed 
per pound of gain.

If any 
one had told you then that you'd be 
doing what you are today, you'd have 
thought he was crazy!

Today those birds are the 
exception. But breeders find a few 
of them in their flocks. And by 
breeding from stock like that, they 
can make the exception the rule! 

With chickens, building a quality 
flock doesn't take too long. The re 
production cycle is short, and one 
eood male bird can transmit charac- 
teristics to hundreds of chicks 

While breeders are improving the 
birds themselves, manufacturers are 
improving the feeds. I read about one 
feed manufacturer who divided a 
group of broilers into two lots 
fed one lot on feed mixed according 
to the formula he'd used 20 years 
ago, and the other lot on the feed he’s 
putting out today. At the end of 10 
weeks, here’s what happened: 

Today’s birds on “yesterday's feed” 
averaged only 2 pounds. They used 
342 pounds of feed to make a pound 
of meat. The same birds on today’s 
feed averaged a little over 3 pounds. 
They used less than 2% pounds of 
feed to make a pound of meat! 

When you put tomorrow's birds on 
tomorrow's feed, they may reach 3 
pounds in 6 weeks, on 2 pounds of 
feed per pound of meat 

Broiler growers used to figure on 
three lots of chickens a year; now it's 
four. Apparently the day isn’t too far 
off when they will be able to put five 

or even six—lots through in a year. 

Suppose that time comes. Instead 
of producing 40,000 chickens a year, 
a grower will turn out 50,000—or 
60,000. He will do it with the same 
house, the same amount of equipment, 
and in the same time! You can see 
how that will cut production costs 
And if you produce a pound of chick- 
en with every 2 pounds of feed, you'll 
cut your costs still more

rium (air-conditioned), exhibition hall, 
health building, administration build- 
ing, warehouse, guest house and five 
residences for permanent personnel. 
There are 12 miles of paved roads, a 
110-acre lake, and 1,452 acres of 
land. The Center will accommodate 
1,200 residents at a time and is near 
the heart of the state, easily accessible 
to all counties 

But how the camp was built is an 
even bigger story. When construction 
started there was $40,000 on hand. 
At present, all but $200,000 of the 
necessary $2,000,000 is in the till. 
Needless to say, the boys and girls 
didn't raise all that money. It took 
the power of the Foundation—this 
non-profit organization of farm lead- 
ers from over the state—to get the 
job done. But club members raised 
the first money. And Sutton says their 
willingness to work, their enthusiasm, 
and their eagerness to start caused 
business and civic organizations, state 
officials, and others to support the un- 
dertaking. 

The Secretary of Agriculture signed 
a lease transferring Rock Eagle Park 
from the Soil Conservation Service to 
the Board of Regents of the University 
of Georgia. This gave them a site 
and starting place. 

Club members at the Baptist Chil- 
dren's Home near Baxley did without 
their eggs for breakfast, selling them 
and donating the money to the Foun- 
dation, A group of Colquitt County 
4-H clubbers grew a cotton crop, and 
gave the profits. Members in Lowndes 
County held “odd jobs days” to raise 
money. Boys and girls in Towns 
County sold honey at the Georgia 
Mountain Fair. And so the story 
ran—all over the state—until over 
$60,000 has been raised by the young- 
sters 

It was then that the project snow- 
balled. Gov. Herman Talmadge and 
the State Board of Corrections ap- 
proved the transfer of a skilled prison 
labor camp to Rock Eagle to do the 
work. And the Governor went a step 
further in announcing that the state 
would match all funds, dollar for 
dollar, raised by the 4-H'ers and their 
friends. 

There were a lot of friends Nearly

The Value of Right Habits 


YT 
Yorninc in life is more important 
1U than forming right religious habits. 
It has been well said that we first 
make our habits and then our habits 
make us. William James went so far 
as to say that ninety-nine hundredths 
of our activity is habitual. If that be 
true surely it is imperative that our 
habits be good ones. 

Habits are interesting things. Many 
of us have habits without realizing it. 
The public speaker who is always 
pulling his ear as he speaks probably 
does not know it. The experts say 


that most people have the habit of 
putting on the same shoe—ceither right 
or left—every morning when they 
get up. But few could tell you which 
one. The habit has become automatic. 
The great value of habit is that it 
enables us to carry on a large part 
of our lives without thinking about 
it. Take the simple matter of walking 
Suppose you had to think about each 
step, when you should put one foot 
down and when you should lift the 
other. You could do little else but 
walk. Happily habit takes over our 
walking for us, and while we are walk- 
ing we can compose poems, prepare 
menus, think over tomorrow's sermon 
and do many other useful things 
Habits can be either good or bad. 
Generally when people speak of 
“habit” they mean bad habits like 
the drinking habit or the gambling 
habit. But one may have the truth 
habit, punctual habit, courage habit. 
Habits grow stronger with time. 
“Habits are at first cobwebs; at last 
cables.” For this reason a bad habit 
should never be allowed to form 
For the same reason it is vital that 
good habits be developed early. Take 
the matter of prayer. We ought not 
to have to debate each morning 
whether we are going to pray today. 
The same goes for Bible reading, for 
attending service on Sunday, for giving 


regularly to our church. These things 
should not be matters of whim and 
mood; they should be fixed habits 

In the crises of life our conduct is 
determined by the habits we have 
formed. The more of our religion we 
can get set in good habits the better 

In the Gospel story we read that 
Jesus entered into the synagogue on 
the Sabbath day, “as his custom was.’ 
It was a habit

Buying Insurance 


Last month we talked some 
about not buying sickness 
and accident insurance 
against small and almost 
predictable medical costs. 
This month I want to warn 
against buying any policy that protects 
only against very uncommon risks 
Big Ted and his insurance is a case 
in point. A slick-talking salesman had 
sold Big Ted an insurance policy that 
only cost him ten dollars a year. “It 
was a big bargain,” said Big Ted 
I looked the policy over. It paid 
off pretty well if Ted were to come 
down with sleeping sickness, meningi- 
tis, polio, lockjaw, rabies, and yellow 
fever. It also would pay three dollars 
a day if the policyholder had certain 
accidents such as injury sustained in 
commercial air travel or from falling 
objects from a public building while 
walking down a street 


“Bargains” Can Be Costly 


No mention was made in the policy 
of any protection against the com- 
mon accidents such as accidents about 
the home and in autos, or about the 
common sicknesses as influenza, pneu- 
monia, tonsillitis, tuberculosis, and ap- 
pendicitis. To have given Ted any 
protection against these would have 
cost much more than ten dollars, and 
he wanted a bargain 

Of course Ted may be frightened 
by polio or lockjaw or meningitis, but 
actually the risk of contracting these 
diseases is so much less than the most 
common sicknesses that it wasn't worth 
even the relatively small amount it 
cost. 

It wouldn't be worth even a dime a 
year for me to have insurance against 
accidents incurred while riding in bal- 
loons, helicopters, bathospheres, para- 
chutes, or midget automobiles. If | 
could for a quarter buy a policy pro- 
tecting me against loss from glanders, 
yaws, smallpox (I've been vaccinated, 
haven't you?), gout, and delirium tre- 
mens, it would be better to buy instead 
an ice cream cone for five dependents 
rather than waste my hard-earned cash 
buying protection against something 
that won't happen. 

When buying a sickness and acci- 
dent policy, be sure it protects you 
against Common diseases and accidents.

Put the lid on a very low 
flame or heat and allow to simmer for 
at least 15 minutes; 30 minutes or an 
hour is O. K. I make the coffee before

“Of course I haven't thought about 
marriage, Baby. You know there 
isn’t anyone else but you.” 
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HE only way to get along with Russia is to surrender. 

To try to do business with the gangsters of the Kremlin 
is futile. To depend on the United Nations to preserve peace 
is absurd, Will we continue to try to appease Russia, or 
will we force the inevitable show-down while we still have 
a chance to win the War for the World? Isn't it time that 
we re-assert our Monroe Doctrine—making it apply on 
a world-wide basis to Communist expansion? Isn't now the 
time to establish that line which the Communists dare not 
cross? 

All during the tragic comedy of errors by which we made 
Russia into the second most powerful ration in the world, 
our leaders told us that time was on our side. That was a 
treasonable miscalculation. Who are our allies now? We 
can't be sure of Britain and France. They threaten to be- 
come completely neutralist, thus paralyzing any collective 
action with us. Strange as it seems, the Nationalist Chinese, 
the South Koreans, the Greeks, Turks, free Germans, 
Pakistan, Spain are our allies now, They'll fight with us. 
We must build, with or without Britain and France, a de- 
fense pact with nations which are willing to fight. 

The U.5.S.R. now has the atomic might to destroy the 
World-——unless we are able to react immediately to a sneak 
attack and destroy them first. They have one tremendous 
advantage: They'll strike first and without warning. England 
and France, sitting ducks for Russia, will pay a much higher 
price for peace than we, and will probably become more and 
more neutralist. (“There'll always be an England” has a 
rather hollow ring now.) They feel that their greatest safety 
is in just lying back, We are the target. If Russia can de- 
stroy us the world is hers. All of Europe could be reduced 
to ineffectiveness and submission by a lightning atomic, 
guided-missile attack. One city per bomb. There's no de- 
fense. The only hope of survival is a better offense. 

Russia will soon have, if she does not already, long-range 
rockets with atomic warheads. To think in terms of inter- 
cepting them is silly. Our only chance to survive would 
be the ability to launch a titanic one-punch attack, within 
minutes, from many dispersed-across-the-world locations, de- 
stroying the enemy before he had time to destroy us. Mobility 
and swift and devastating striking power, not mass armies, 
are what will win the War for the World. 

To preserve peace the free nations must maintain the lead 
in atomic production and must dominate the air. The price 
of preparedness is infinitesimally lower than the price of los- 
ing the War—or of winning it. And the only chance of 
preventing it is for the Russians to always know that they 
can't possibly win, 

Red China should not be allowed in the United Nations 
—and neither should Russia. Inviting Russia in, in the first 
place, was sorta like inviting Jack the Ripper to chaperone 


a house party or bringing Typhoid Mary in to baby-sit with 
the kiddies. And Russia certainly should have been kicked 
out when the United Nations declared Red China the ag- 
gressor in Korea. The United Nations hasn't a chance to 
succeed as long as Russia is in it. Russia and all other 
bloody-handed aggressors bent on conquest should be kicked 
out, now—else the United Nations charter is a farce. Britain 
wants Red China in. But she has kept Spain out. Britain 
is for Empire trade. Britain is for Britain, period. We must 
tell our allies that they cannot be our allies and trade with 
the Communists, thus helping build up Russia and China 
for their next conquest which will inevitably come when 
the time is right. Admitting Red China would be the greatest 
non-military triumph yet for Communism, and a devastating 
blow to the will to resist. Our so-called allies should be forced 
to decide, now, on which side their bread is buttered. Will 
Churchill and Britain take China and Russia’s side? Will 
the other “allies”? Let’s have the showdown right now: 
Take our side or Russia's—no hedging. 

The United States pays one-third of the cost of operating 
the United Nations. Without our more than $100,000,000 
annual payments the United Nations would probably die. 
Secretary of State Dulles says that if Red China were ad- 
mitted to the United Nations and the United States withdrew 
on account of it, that would be a sign of defeatism. And 
what would our staying in be? Worse defeatism. The United 
Nations is supposed to be built on morality. U. N. Repre- 
sentative Lodge has said that he doesn't think the United 
Nations could, on moral or legal grounds, admit a nation 
(Communist China) which believes in war as an instrument 
of national policy. Then how can Russia be allowed to 
stay in? 

We must provide an umbrella of strength for the world. 
And we must let the undeveloped, colonial nations know 
that they can now look to the United States for protection, 
as they once looked to Britain. But the price for that pro- 
tection must be their full co-operation in opposing Com- 
munist domination of the world. They must join the fight 
with us—not to maintain the 19th century colonialism by 
which France tried and failed to hold Indo-China—but by 
fighting for self-determination of all peoples capable of 
governing themselves. 

Why talk about friendly co-existence with Russia? Imagine! 
We talk about living together as friends with a government 
which has murdered or sent to slave camps twenty million 
of its own people . . . and is now enslaving, one by one, 
the nations of the world. Peaceful co-existence with Russia 
was and is a stupid dream. It's not a question of “go it 
alone” or not go it alone. America must take the lead. Britain 
will have to join us. But if we wait for agreement now, we'll 
still be talking after Asia is lost. 
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
